St. Petersburg, Doc. 21.— Reports re­ 
ceived here from Moscow Indicate that 
tho strike w as su ccessfu lly inaugurat­ 
ed and is spreading rapidly. 
Even the 
electric light plants are closed. 
Gov­ 
ernor General Dubassoff has declared 
m e 
city to be 
in a partial 
sta te of 
siege, which g iv es the civil authori­ 
ties exceptional power of arrest, etc. 
T he next m ove will be to declare a 
state of siege, in which 
the milirarj' 
supercedes civil power. 
It is expected 
that the inauguration 
of the strike 
here during the day will be followed 
by a sim ilar m easure, but lf the situ a­ 
tion 
b ecom es w orse, as anticipated, 
martial law will be declared. 
The provisional authorities have al­ 
ready been em pow ered In anticipation 
of the con tingency of their being cut 
off from the capital 
to act on their 
own responsibility, even to the extent 
of the proclam ation of martial Jaw. 
The railroad stations at St. Peters 
burg have been 
occupied by troops 
and the governm ent m ade an attem pt 
with the aid of the railroad battalions 
to m aintain som e sort of train service, 
especially to the German frontier, and 
also to keep open 
cable com m un ica­ 
tion with points abroad. 
Professor Milukoff, 
leader of the 
Constitutional D em ocrats, has issued 
a last despairing 
appeal to the pro­ 
letariat organizations against a gen eral 
strike, declaring 
his belief 
that it 
could 
not 
succeed 
and 
in evitably 
would lead % > repression and perhaps

bloodshed, which might be 
fatal to the w hole em ancipation m o v e­ 
m ent.

which a few m onths ago suffered the 
loss of its Hoboken term inal buildings 
by fire, sustained a still heavier loss 
during the day w hen 
the new ferry 
term inals of st -el fram e and supposed­ 
ly fireproof construction, at the foot of 
W est Twenty-third street, Manhattan, 
w ere b u rned to tin' ground. 
W orkmen 
were putting tho finishing touches on 
the building 
w hen tho fire 
started 
shortly before 
the noon 
hour. 
The 
flames quickly 
com m unicated 
to the 
new ferry houses of the Central Rail­ 
road of N ew Jersey, which with the 
L ackaw anna term in als were consider­ 
ed the finest 
ferry buildings 
in the 
E ast, and this structure also was al­ 
most totally 
destroyed. 
For a tim e 
the fire threatened the Pennsylvania 
and Erie ferry h ouses, but these were 
saved through the hard work of the 
firemen, who attacked the blaze with 
engines ashore and with fireboats from 
the water-front.

HEART OF LOUIS XIV. 


H o w I t C a m e t o B e B u r l e d I n W e s t ­ 
m i n s t e r A b b e y . 
A rem arkable story 
regarding the 
heart of Louis XIV. and how it cam e 
to be buried In W estm inster abbey w as 
told In London Truth by H enry La- 
bouchere. who said the story w a s told 
to him by the late Colonel Harcourt 
and was confirmed by his brother, the 
late Sir W illiam Harcourt. 
A H ar­ 
court w ho lived during the Aret French 
revolution 
had m any 
connections in 
France and invited many of the em i­ 
gres to visit him. Among them w as the 
canon of St. Denis. 
On leaving the 
canon expressed his thanks for the 
kindly hospitality of Ills host and pro­ 
duced from his pocket som ething that 
looked like a piece of dried leather ail 
inch or so long, which he presented to 
blin. 
"I w a s.” he said, ‘‘in the cathe 
drill w hen Hie royal tom bs w ere broken 
opf'ii and the contents scattered to the 
winds. 
Tills heart is that of Louis 
X IV. It w as kept in a separate recep­ 
tacle, and I managed to get a w a y with 
it.” The heart thus cam e into the pos­ 
session 
of the Harcourt fam ily and 
w a s occasionally produced for tile In­ 
spection of visitors as a curiosity. J he 
late Dr. Buckland, dean of W estm in­ 
ster, 
w as on 
a 
visit 
w hen 
it 
w as 
brought out for Ins inspection. Ile was 
then very old and had som e reputation 
as a man of science, and the scientific 
spirit moved him to wet his linger and 
ruli it on the heart. Ile put the linger 
to his mouth after that, and before he 
could be stopped he put the heart into 
his mouth aud sw allow ed It, whether 
by accident or design will never Ive 
known. 
Very shortly afterw ard he died 
and w a s buried in W estm inster abbey. 
It Is impossible he could ever have di­ 
gested 
the 
thing. 
Consequently 
the 
heart o f I xiii Is XIV. m ust n o w be re­ 
posing in Westminster abbey Inclosed 
in tile'body of an English dean.

W ashington, Doc. 21.— Confirmation 
by the senate of nom inations of mem­ 
bers of the Isthmian canal com m ission 
was reconsidered by the senate during 
the day in the executive session and a 
resolution was adopted requesting the 
president to return notification of the 
sen ate’s previous action. 
When this 
Is done the nom inations will be again 
referred to the interoceanic canal com 
m ittee for consideration. 
Before the resolution was adopted to 
reconsider the vote, charges of rail 
reading nom inations 
w ere 
m ade by 
several senators and co un ter charges 
that the pro testan ts w ere proceeding 
in 
a m anner 
not prescribed 
by tin 
rules of the sen ate w ere m ade by He 
publican senators. 
T he discussion de­ 
veloped 
the 
fact 
that 
there 
had 
been 
no poll 
of th e canal 
com mit 
tee on the nom inations 
and as a re 
suit objection 
to reconsideration was 
withdraw n. 
It is g< neraly understood 
that the 
purpose of the m inoirity 
senators in 
ashing to have the 
nom inations re 
turned is to permit a protest against 
Chairman Theodore P. Shouts holding 
a position on the com m ission and the 
presidency of the Clover Leaf railway 
at the sam e tim e. 
The controversy in 
the senate re 
suited from 
a m otion to take 
up the 
nom ination of J. B. Bishop as a m em ­ 
b e r of the com m ission, which was only 
sent to the senate during the day. 
Ob­ 
jections were m ade and Senator Mor 
pan followed this by moving to recon 
sid er the action of the senate in con 
firming the nom inations. 
A rule pro­ 
vides that when a nom ination is con­ 
firmed or rejected any senator voting 
in the m ajority m ay move for a recon 
sideration “on the sam e day on which 
th e vote was taken or on either of the 
next two days of actu al legislative sea 
sion of the senate." 


Argument on the Subject. 


Senators T eller and Culberson both 
m ade speeches against an alleged dis­ 
position to use undue haste in having 
nom inations disposed of and Senators 
Lodge and Spooner protested that the 
confirm ations would be in accordance 
with the actual procedure and finally 
that the motion to reconsider was out 
of order. 
It was pointed 
out th a t a 
vote to reconsider could be had only 
by unanim ous consent. 
Objection w as 
m ade to the motion on the ground that 
th e nom inations 
w ere confirmed on 
Dec. I*’ and tw o executive sessions Ita l 
since been held. 
Senator M organ 
taking tho floor 
again said that 
as a m em ber 
of tin 
c o m m i t t e e on interoceanic canals ho 
was entitled 
to cast his vote 
for < 
against ihc com m a ions at the meet 
ing of the com m ittee or through a poll 
ta k e n by the chairm an. 
Several sen 
ators 
said they 
supposed that 
this 
course had been followed and Senator 
Morgan called 
on Senator 
M illan 
chairm an of the 
(an al committee, to 
know w hether h JxjxL taken a poll. Tho 
sen ato r reeded th a t ho had not, but he 
had been inform ed th at a m ajority of 
the (om m ittee w a s in favor of confirm­ 
ing 
the 
nom inations 
and 
said 
he 
thought he had authority 
in calling 
th em up. 
W hen 
this statem ent w as 
m ade 
Senators 
Lodge and 
Spooner 
abandoned th eir objections 
and the 
motion to reconsider was adopted. 
, According to the rules of the sen ate 
before aet im can again be had on the 
nom inations, th e notifications 
to the 
president m ust be returned to the se n ­ 
ate. 


RAIL ROAD 
LEGISLATION, 


Three Companies Divide Time ti Leg 
i6lative ComrrGtee. 
N ew York, Lee. 21.— T he Wa bing* 
ton Life Insurance com pany, the Ger 
m ania Life Insurance com pany and the 
Bankers' Life Insurance company di­ 
vided the attention ut the legislative 
insurance Investigating com m ittee dur­ 
ing the day. 
John Tatlock, president 
of the W ashington 
Life, finished his 
testim ony. 
Mr. T atlock declared that 
personally he favored a distribution of 
earnings every five years. 
The wit­ 
n ess took occasion to say th a t Thomas 
F. Ryan never sold th e W ashington 
Life any securities and that he nevet 
Influenced nor suggested to th e finance 
board what 
securities 
to buy. 
Mr 
Tatlock suid 
he thought 
insurance 
com panies should 
be run 
by mon in 
touch with Wall st reet becau se of their 
know ledge of the security m arket. He 
also favored 
the idea ut 
insurance 
com panies speculating In securities. 
Cornelius Lore rn in;, residen t of the 
Germania Life, m id 
that about one- 
third of his com pany's 
business wa;- 
done in Europe, 
principally in Der 
m any, and that this business in many 
respects is b etter 
than any done in 
A m erica. 
He declared it to be m ort 
stable, there bring few er lapses, while 
the cost 
is a great deal less 
than in 
A m erica. 
The medical direction is a1 
so b e tte r In G erm any, 
he said. 
He 
ch aracterized the A m erican ways ol 
doing business as "wild m ethods.” 
T h e only contributions of a logisla 
tu re character paid by this company 
w ere $500 to a fund havin g for its ob 
ject the defeat 
of th e 
m ortgage tax 
law, and $250 to fu rth e r th e passage of 
th e lien 
bill in Albany 
In 1904. 
Ne 
cam paign contributions had ever been 
m ade. 
E. L. Dayflies, who collected the fund 
to defeat the m ortgage tax law. said 
on the stand that he secured a fund of 
$20,000 for the purpose.

notable feature of the open session of 
the senate d uring the day was a brief 
discussion of the question of railroad 
legislation

Culberson. 
T he controversy w as p re­ 
cipitated by som e 
rem arks m ade by 
Mr. F orak er in "connection w ith a re ­ 
quest preferred by him for the printing 
of papers con flee ted with 
a case re ­ 
cently before the in terstate com m erce 
commission. 
T h e 
Ohio 
senator 
re­ 
iterated his position on the question of 
rate legislation, 
saying he 
differed 
from other sen ato rs only on the point 
as to the rem edies to be applied for 
the evils 
of w hich com plaints 
have 
been made. 


Date of Pythian Celebration. 
Richm ond, Ind., Dec. 21.— Charles E. 
Shiveley of Richmond, suprem e c h a n ­ 
cellor 
of the 
K nights Pythias, 
has 
designated Feb. 19, 1906, as tin' tim e 
for the celebration of the anniversary 
of the founding of the order and u rges 
all subordinate lodges in th e world to 
arrange for m eetings on that date.

Boston, Dec, 21.—Governor Douglas, 
G overnor Elect Guild and 
the m em ­ 
bers 
of th e 
executive council 
have 
signed an illum inated memorial to be 
presented to congress, urging th e se n a ­ 
tors and rep resen tativ es to save th e 
’ligate Constitution. 


N ew York, 
Dec. 21.— Abraham

H um m el, the law yer, during I he day 
w as convicted of conspiracy In cornice 
tlon with 
the Dodge-Morse 
divorce 
case. 
H e was sentenced within a few 
m inutes after the ju r y ’s verdict had 
been 
pronounced to 
one year's 
im ­ 
prisonm ent and a fine of $500, which is 
th e m aximum penalty for the misde­ 
m eanor 
of which 
he w as 
adjudged 
guilty. 
A motion of his law yers for 
an arrest of judgm ent for twenty-four 
h o u rs was denied 
an d Hum m el was 
ta k e n to the Tom bs p reparatory to go­ 
ing to the penitentiary. 
He prepared 
to spend the night at the Tombs, but 
w as released 
from the Tombs 
a t IO 
o ’clock at night u n d er $10,000 bail on 
a writ 
of reasonable doubt 
secured 
from Judge W oodw ard of the suprem e 
court in Brooklyn. 
The rapidity of th is entire proceed­ 
ing, coming as it did against one of the 
most prominent and successful of New 
Y ork's law yers, caused great surprise. 
One of the unexpected features of the 
trial's ending was th e fact that one of 
H u m m e rs 
own 
counsel, 
John 
B. 
Stanch field, m ade th e 
first proposal 
for a speedy sentence. 
A hushed courtroom waited for the 
ju ry ’s verdict on th e law yer who had 
w orked his way up from the position 
of office boy in th e firm of which he is 
now the head. 
H um m el scanned the 
face of each jury m an as they filed out 
of the juryroom. 
W hen the forem an 
said "guilty,” H um m el flushed slight­ 
l y - and turning to one of the court offi­ 
cers he said: 
“ See th at no one gets away with my 
coat, will you?" 
Mr. Stanch field th en proposed that 
sentence be passed 
im m ediately and 
District A ttorney 
Je ro m e 
was h u r­ 
riedly summoned to th e courtroom. He 
consented, saying as he m ade t h e m o­ 
tion, that H um m el had been a m enace 
to t h e com m unity and to public decen­ 
cy for the past tw en ty years. 
The prisoner, when. asked if he had 
anything to say before sentence should 
be passed, replied: "N othing til all.” 
W hen a m inute 
afte r passing the 
sentence, Justice 
Rogers refused to 
grant an arrest of judgm ent for tw en­ 
ty-four hours so a s to perm it of an a p ­ 
plication 
for 
a w rit 
of 
reasonable 
doubt, Hummel show ed no emotion. 
D epending upon th e result of this 
case are actions in o th er indictm ents 
against prom inent persons which have 
grown out of th e Dodge-Morse divorce 
case.

Denver, Dec. 21.— W illiam W ilson, a 
cattlem an, 
w as shot and 
Instantly 
killed J. D. H enderson, a form er p a rt­ 
ner, in th e lobby of the Lewiston ho­ 
tel. 
H enderson th e n turned his pistol 
upon himself, fired a bullet through his 
breast and expired in the arm s of a 
policeman who had seized him. 
W ilson and 
H enderson were p a rt­ 
ners 
in tlje 
c a ttle business 
m any 
years ago 
T he partn ership was dis­ 
solved, 
and H enderson, 
it is stated, 
had ever 
since continued 
to charge 
Wilson with defrauding 
him in the 
final settlem ent. 


Shot From Ambush. 
Monroe, Mich., Dec. 21.— Michael J. 
Ruin van, aged fifty, a road mast cr for 
!he Grand T runk 
railw ay, was shot 
from am bush at night 
when he a n ­ 
swered a rap at th e door of his house, 
He is wounded above the heart and 
will probably die. 
H is 
assailant es­ 
caped. 


The departm ent of agriculture wuuU 
to teach the American public to ap 
predate mangoes and thereby add an 
other tropical or subtropical fruit tc 
the American market, says the Wash 
ingtou Star. 
Thla is not wholly a new 
idea. 
The departm ent lins been work 
ing at mango culture for about four­ 
teen y ears and has one of the mosl 
com plete collections of mango plants 
in the world. 
But it is only in the 
past yeur that the industry has really 
begun to look up, and It seems us 
though there w et# a chance of making 
it a real commercial success. 
The m ango is alm ost entirely a trop­ 
ical fruit, so th at there Is little of the 
United States proper th a t Is adapted 
to its culture. 
But Florida, below the 
latitude of Balm Beach, Borto Rice 
and H aw aii and the Bhllippines are 
all good spots, and it is expected that 
w ithin a few years the m ango industry 
will be w orth reckoning with. 
Since the w ar w ith Spain m any peo­ 
ple have eaten mangoes. Brier to that 
it is doubtful w hether m any people 
In the United States had ever tasted 
them. 
Boss!thy it is because of this 
m ore 
or 
less 
widely 
dissem inated 
knowledge that the m ango industry 
has not thrived as it should. 
Yet that 
is m ore or less of a libel en the mango. 
The fruit grows wild in Cuba. 
In fact, 
lf it had not been for the m ango Spain 
might have still been in possession of 
the Island, for tho Insurgents Avert 
able to live on m angoes w hen there 
w as nothing cist? for them to live on. 
P robably every one of the 27,OCH) A m er­ 
ican soldiers who poured into Cuba ate 
mangoes. 
Some of them never repeated 
the experim ent. 
Yet there is a certain 
seductive flavor to the fruit th at makes 
even civilized people eat it. 
There is a 
spicy, arom atic flavor to it th a t is 
found in no other fruit and which will 
m ake an otherw ise respectable and 
well conducted person eat it a second 
or a third time, even w ith the certain­ 
ty th a t he will have to tu rn the hose 
on him self afterw ard. 
B ut this is true only of the common 
or garden mango. 
The dep artm en t of 
agriculture has collected mangoes from 
all over the world, and Mr. Oliver, 
who is In charge of tho tropical fruit 
work and is himself a m ango en thu si­ 
ast. says that t here are m any varieties, 
tw o especially th a t can be eaten in po­ 
lite society. They are the Mulgoba aud 
the Alphonos, and they are the chief 
sorts that the d e p artm ent Is tryin g to 
im plant in the southern regions of the 
U nited States. 
The best of the m angoes come from 
India, w here they have been cu ltivat­ 
ed for hundreds of years, and the agri­ 
cultural departm ent has got specimens 
of all the best varieties. 
T he common 
W est Indian m ango is more or less 
like a short length of hem p rope soak­ 
ed in turpentine and 
brow n sugar. 
But the departm ent has mangoes that 
have scarcely any of this woody fiber 
in them, th a t will skin like a plum and 
th a t have all and m ore than the pe­ 
culiar seductive flavor of tile W est 
Indian fruit. 
A ltogether there are six­ 
ty tw o varieties in the collection, and 
these have come from all qu arters of 
the tropical world, from India, Africa, 
Ceylon 
and 
the 
M alay 
archipelago. 
W hen they have been brought to the 
d ep artm en t they are grafted on to the 
stock of hardy seedlings, and from 
these cuttings can be tak en in great 
quantities and ."enarched” upon hardy 
seedling stock. 
There is one tree in 
the departm ent greenhouse th a t has 
furnished alm ost Int) cuttings, and the 
average potted plan t will give from 
six to eleven “flushes” iii a season, 
each flush being a potential cutting for 
enarching on a hardy root. 
T he m ango is a little slow er than the 
orange 
in 
coming 
to 
bearing 
ago. 
A bout six years is the minimum, but 
th e trees ut th a t age are prolific and 
probably will prove very profitable. 
One of the southern grow ers has in­ 
form ed the d e p a rtm e n t th a t from elev­ 
en trees he shipped in one season $219 
w orth of fru it in the fourth year and 
another th a t a t six years one of his 
trees netted him $0(5. 
T he fruit of a 
very inferior sort has been shipped in 
sm all quantities to Chicago and sold 
for OU cents a dozen, but mangoes hi 
W ashington bring from $1 a dozen up. 
A m ango plantation will talc- about 
forty trees to the acre. 
The native fruit in Borto Rico Is ex­ 
ceedingly cheap, In some seasons fetch­ 
ing from 5 to 20 cents a hundred. 
But 
even at th a t figure, with the inferior 
native fruit, the d e p artm en t has col­ 
lected statistics to show that for pre­ 
serving and canning the cheap native 
fru it has its profitable uses. 
In fact, 
Hie d ep artm ent has collected a num­ 
b er of recipes for m ango marmalade, 
m ango jelly and m ango chutney that 
sound exceedingly well and indicate 
th a t the preserves m ade at a very 
small initial cost In Borto Rico ought 
to find a good m ark et in the United 
States. 
T ake it altogether, the mango Is a 
promising tropical fruit lf one only se­ 
lects tho right varieties for cultiva­ 
tion, and the agricultural department 
bj a long course of experiments has 
succeeded In selecting the best vatic 
ties in the world for use In the United 
States.

CHILD LABOR L\WS 


Of Minnesota are Violated Each Session 


Of the Legislature Says State Labor 


• Commissioner 


W . H. William s, state labor commis­ 
sioner, thinks that in order that M in ­ 
nesota may go into court with clean 
hands when prosecuting violations of 
the child labor law, in the future, no boy 
under 16 years of age be employed as a 
page in the state legislature. 
It has 
been the practice in both branches of 
the legislature to employ boys as young 
as 8 and IO years of age and to keep 
them out of the school for the period of 
three months. 
In his next reports, Commissioner 
W illiam s will recommend that no child 
under 16 be employed in any depart­ 
ment of the state government. 
It is 
likely that he will make some investiga­ 
tions himself to see whether they are 
employed in any department of the gov­ 
ernment children under 16. 
He does 
not want to force others to obey laws 
which the state breaks with impunity 
every two years. 
H e expects to have 
the co-operation of the government in 
the matter and expects to weed out 
child labor in all state departments, 
whether legislative or executive, wher­ 
ever it may be found to exist.

laws, but Commissioner W illiam s states 
that he has direct proof in one instance, 
however, where it is broken every year.

Captain Mitchell rigged up Sev­ 
ern] telephone wires in front of the 
company’s barracks running tip to the 
roof, but soon learned that the main 
thing was to get the wires higher into 
the air.

Heliographs, acetylene 
night lights, rockets, bombs and all 
similur appliances for communication 
depend for their successful operation 
on wires, light or favorable conditions 
i f tile weather. 
The heliograph re- 
liUires the sun. and In heavy fogs the 
lamps and rockets are useless. 
The 
•ompany is now equipped with a pack 
rain, field train and an automobile. It 
has wagons to c arry twenty-five miles 
I it wire anil two complete telegraphing 
auth s. The field train of the company 
can keei> up with an army marching 
fifteen miles a day. 
At present the members of the com­ 
pany are experimenting on ti plan to 
•xplodo mines by wireless apparatus.
